New Delhi, the 16th August, 1979 

C.S.R. 488(E),—lo exercise of the powers conferred by 
clause (a) of section 22 of the Passports Act, 1967 (15 of 
1967) and in supersession of the notification of the Govern¬ 
ment of India in the Ministry of External Affairs, No. G.S.R. 
298(E) daled the 14th April, 1976, the Central Government, 
being of the opinion that it is necessary in the public interest 
So to do, hereby exempts citizens of India, against whom pro¬ 
ceedings in respect of an offence alleged to have been com¬ 
mitted by them are pending before a criminal court in India 
and who produce orders from the court concerned permitting 
them to depart from India, from the operation of the provisions 
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of clause (f) of sub-gection (2) of section 6 of the 'aid Act, 
subject to the following conditions, namely :— 

(a) the passport to be issued to every such citizen shall 

be issued 

(i) where the order of the court referred to above, gives 

such permission for a period not exceeding three 
months, for n period of three months and an ob¬ 
servation will be made on the passport that Ihe 
holder may travel abroad for a period, not ex¬ 
ceeding that specified in such order ; or 

(ii) if no period is specified in such order, the passport 

shall be issued for a period of six months and may 
be renewed for a further period of six months, if 
the order of the court is not cancelled or modi¬ 
fied ; or 

(iii) in any other case, for the period for which such per¬ 

mission is given by ouch order ;
